the car was going at a high rate of 
speed around tin* curve when the 
wreck occurred. 
The complaint fu r­ 
ther alleges that the plaintiff, who is 
not yet of age, received injuries for

A large number of persons 
were not sufficiently interested 
in the unusual astronomical body to 
verify its presence when it appeared 
in the small hours of tin* morning, 
were anxious to see it when it was 
visible in the west, and have been 
watching each evening for it to make 
it* debut among the other heavenly 
bodies. 
Because of tin* cloudy even­ 
ings it was feared by many that it 
Would not he visible at all. 
When the comet appeared a large 
number it citizens congregated on 
West Second street, where the most 
advantageous 
view 
was 
afforded. 
Several of the spectators even became 
to excited that they cheered for the 
strange body. 
An idea of the local 
interest which was taken in the cornet 
is given by the unusually heavy bus­ 
iness at the telephone exchange. 
For 
about an hour the business was so 
heavy that it was practically impos­ 
sible for the three operators to han­ 
dle the calls. Manager Mitchell stated 
that many of the subscribers did not 
realize the number of calls which 
were recorded, and because there was 
some delay in answering thought that 
the company was negligent. 
He saiH 
that the business was much heavier 
than is experienced when a fire alarm 
is sounded, a s the subscribers de­ 
sired to engage in a lengthy conver­ 
sation after they had called attention 
to tlie comet. 
At one time during the 
evening the three telephone position' 
were taxed t<> their utmost and it was 
difficult to arrange additional calls. 
The business of the telephone e x ­ 
change is usually such that it can i>e 
handled without trouble by one oper­ 
ator after 8:30 o’clock, but last night 
the entire number of operators were 
i unable to take care of the calls whit h 
j were registered by the board. 
The comet, if not concealed by the 
j clouds, will be visible again this even­ 
ing, but will not be so plain as it was 
last night because it is constantly 
getting farther and farther from the 
earth.

Chief Samuel R. Van Sant, former gov­ 
ernor of Minnesota, will be among the 
speakers at both places. 
The feature of the encampment yes­ 
terday afternoon was the dedication of 
the Vigo county soldiers’ and sailors’ 
monument at the courthouse, and the 
civic parade w'hich preceded the cere­ 
mony. 
Major Frank Crawford, presi­ 
dent of the monument association, 
opened the dedication exercises after 
the band had played “America,” and 
the Rev. Daniel Ryan of Hymera, chap­ 
lain of the national organization, had 
delivered the invocation. 
Judge I. N. 
Pierce, vice president of the monu­ 
ment association, spoke of the long 
struggle, a third of a century, by the 
association to accomplish its purpose 
to build a monument. 
Colonel A. B. 
Crane of New York city, a former res­ 
ident and who was colonel of the 
Eighty-fifth Indiana, made the presen­ 
tation speech. 
Governor Thomas R. 
Marshall followed with the address of 
acceptance, and then Commander Or­ 
lando Somers made a brief speech. 
The Clinton Glee club sang twice dur­ 
ing the dedication exercises. 
Former Judge Samuel M. ixeneh of 
Fort Wavne is leading as candidate for 
department commander. 
The north­ 
ern part of the state long since wras 
arrayed for him. Recently H. B. Sher­ 
man of Greensburg became a candi­ 
date, and a 
big delegation of his 
friends of Pap Thomas post at Greens­ 
burg came to help elect him at the 
meeting Friday morning. 
Colonel C. 
D. Thompson of Lafayette and A. P. 
Asbury of Farmersburg also are can­ 
didates. 
Richmond is the most pronounced 
applicant for the encampment 
next 
year. 
South Bend, w'hich gave way to 
Terre Haute at (’rawfordsville a year 
ago because Terre Haute would have 
a monument to dedicate this year, is 
under consideration, and before the 
encampment takes up the question for­ 
mally there may be still other towns 
to be voted for.

Work Out Own Problems. 
“Let the growing boy work out his 
own salvation,” was the appeal mader 
by Dr. Arthur Holmes, professor of 
psychology at the University of Penn­ 
sylvania, when he recently addressed 
a large mothers’ meeting. 
Loving their children as they do and 
being earnest in the endeavor to help 
them, it was hard for many in Dr. 
Holmes’ audience not to feel that he 
was right in the assertion that chil­ 
dren are nagged too much and th at 
boys especially should be allowed to 
develop 
naturally 
along 
their 
own 
lines. 
“ Mothers often 
forget,” 
said 
he, 
“that, while their own way Is to arrive 
at conclusions by intuition, boys are 
more logical and feel imperatively a 
need to work out things for them ­ 
selves. 
“ Until be is nine or ten perhaps you 
may tell a lad not to do this thing or 
that, hut from then on he will demand 
the reason why, and just here you will 
be shoektMl to discover that his ideas 
of right and wrong do not coincide 
with yours. 
Only the wise and un­ 
selfish mother will realize that there 
comes a time when she must with­ 
draw from tiie growing boy and let 
him grow forth into the man’s world, 
where she will only misunderstand 
should she follow. 
“ We older folks live in the past and 
worship the truths consecrated by age.

HEN milk must be boiled before using, instead of leaving it 
to cool slowdy, thus allowing a thick creamy “top” to form 


on the milk, plunge the pot up to the rim in a 
basin of 
cold w’ater w’henever it is taken from the fire. 
The milk 
will cool in a very few minutes without any top forming and will taste 
very much nicer; one could hardly tell it had been boiled at all. 
This is 
Important if the milk is for a baby’s use, as a great deal of the cream 
is wasted In skimming off the top before pouring the milk into the 
baby’s feeder. 
Here 
is a good method for cleaning coppers, pans, molds or brass 
utensils or steel of kitchen ranges: Take twro or three large handfuls 
of silver sand, one of kitchen salt, one of flour and moisten wdth vine­ 
gar. 
First w'ash the articles well with hot soda water, then with a 
woolen cloth or rubber scour vigorously Inside and outside with the 
above mixture. 
Plunge into very hot water to which have been added 
a little soap and soda and wdpe with a nice dry cloth. 
The same mix­ 
ture can be used for the steel of a kitchen range, finishing off with a 
? 
piece of emery cloth or powdered bath brick.

Uncle Sam Sends Books Free on Cook­ 
ery Matters. 
The foods used to give variety to the 
diet in tiio home vary with time, place 
and circumstances, but the staple foods 
the country over are cereal grains and 
their products, meat, dairy products, 
eggs and the more usual vegetables 
and fruits. 
According to the results of a large 
number of carefully conducted studies 
in American homes, it appears that 
meat and poultry supply 1(1 per cent of 
the total food material, 30 per cent of 
the protein and 50 per cent of the fat 
in the average American dietary; dairy 
products, 18 per cent of the total food. 
10 per cent of the total protein. 36 per 
cent of the total fat and 4 per cent of 
the total carbohydrates: cereals ami 
their products, 31 per cent of the total 
food material. 43 per cent of the total 
protein. I) per cent of the total fat, 62 
per cent of the total carbohydrates; 
vegetables and fruits. 25 per cent of 
the total food. 9 per cent of the to­ 
tal protein, 2 per cent of the total fat 
and 10 per cent of the total carbohy­ 
drates. 
These figures indicate cieariy the re­ 
lation which the principal agricultural 
products must necessarily bear to home 
problems. It is evident that utilization 
of these staple foods to the best ad­ 
vantage is of great importance to ev­ 
ery housekeeper. 
Bread, meat and vegetables form a 
large part of the food of the nation, 
and their purchase, care and prepara­ 
tion for the table are the themes of 
farmers’ bulletin 250 (“Preparation of 
Vegetables For the Table”), 375 (“Game 
of Food In the Home”), 389 (“ Bread 
and Breadmaklng”) and 391 (“ Econom­ 
ical Use of Meat In the Home”). These 
publications may be had free by send­ 
ing to the United States department of 
agriculture. Washington. 
These 
bulletins are not 
“cookery 
books.” although a large number of 
recipes for cooking 
vegetables and 
meats and mixing and baking bread 
are found between their covers. 


A Shampoo Board. 
Visits to hairdressers are a bother, 
especially to the busy women, and the 
w'ork of those of the visiting variety 
is seldom satisfactory owing to the 
lack of the necessary appliances. 
One 
thing that can be provided is the sham­ 
poo board. 
It adds greatly to the

home. 
There are various kinds of 
shampoo boards, most of them being 
of metal. 
The one most in favor has 
a curved space for the back of the 
ueck and grooves on which the hair is 
laid and through which the water runs 
into the stationary basin.

Good Cake Making. 
There are some general rules for 
cakemnking that must be observed: 
First.—The ingredients must be of 
the best, fer the best are the most 
economical. 
Second —Never allow' butter to g et 
too soft o r oily before creaming it with 
the sugar. 
Third. —Always have an earthen or 
enameled dish to mix and work the 
materials for cake. Tin. if not new. is 
apt to discolor the 
materials. 
Re­ 
member that eggs will tarnish even 
silver. 
Always use a clean wooden 
spoon. 
Fourth.—As a rule, in mixing cake 
first bent the sugar and butter togeth­ 
er to a cream, then add the yolks of 
the eggs. 
If spices are used, these go 
in with the yolks of the eggs; then 
comes mUk aud last the thoroughly 
beaten whites of the eggs and flavor­ 
ing. 
If fruit is a portion, this is put in 
with the flour. 
Fifth.—For small 
cakes 
the oven 
should be pretty hot; for larger cakes 
only moderately so. 
If a broom straw 
pushed through the thick part of the 
cake comes out clean and free from 
dough, the cake is done; also if the 
cake has left the sides of the plan and 
does not make the slightest hissing. 
Sixth.—Some cooks take cake imme­ 
diately from the pans and do not cw* 
er; others leave in the pans fifteen 
minutes and then cover. 
Experiment 
and experience must make the deci­ 
sion in each household.

King George’s tastes are quiet and 
unostentatious, and he is a constant 
reader aud a close student of national 
and International affairs. 
Tory lean­ 
ings are attributed to him, and there is 
very little doubt that he Inclines to a 
conservative view in national politics. 
Yet a B ritish king is in theory above 
and beyond polities, and those fam iliar 
with King George's earnest desire in 
all things to do Ids duty as lie sees it 
are inclined to believe th at he will be 
able to hold an even balance between 
the two contending parties. 


His “ W a k e Up, England,” Speech. 
T hat King George has a mind of 
his own and thinks lins been evidenced 
more than once in Ii is public address- j 
es, which, it is said, are not for the ■ 
j most p art prepared for him, but are 
the result of his own work and study. 
J Englishmen will not soon forget his 
famous “W ake up, England!” speech, 
which was m ade on his return from a 
tour of the British empire, which be­ 
gan in 1003. 
Ile was welcomed back 
by a luncheon at the guildhall, Lou­ 
don, at which the city bestowed upon 
him its freedom. 
One phrase iii the speech he made 
gave rise to the greatest enthusiasm 
not only iu the city, but throughout 
England and in all the colonies th at 
had been visited. 
The phrase was 
thought to show th a t George had come 
back alive to affairs and with a sense 
of how to handle them. 
T he three 
notable words in which he sum m ed up 
the results of his trip were, “W ake up, 
England!” 
Ile said: 
If I were asked to specify any particu­ 
lar impressions derived from the Journey 
I should unhesitatingly place before all 
others that of loyalty to the crown and 
attachment to the old country. 
It was 
touching to hear the invariable references 
to “home’* even from the lips of those 
who zever had been or were ever likely 
to be In these islands. And with that loy­ 
alty were unmistakable evidences of con­ 
sciousness of strength, of true, 
living 
membership in the empire and of power 
and readiness to share the burden of the 
responsibility of that membership. 
As a 
result of the happy relations thus created 
between the mother country and her col­ 
onies we have seen their spontaneous 
rally round the old flag In defense of the 
nation’s honor In South Africa. 
To the distinguished representatives of 
the commercial Interests of the empire 
whom I have the pleasure of seeing here 
I venture, however, to allude to an Im­ 
pression which seemed generally to pre­ 
vail among their brethren across the seas. 
It w’as that the old country must w’ake up 
if she Intends to maintain her old posi­ 
tion of pre-eminence in her colonial trade 
against foreign competitors. 
That is the 
impression I have brought back with me 
■—“Wake up, England!" 
As a boy K ing George became a 
midshipman in the navy. Ile wras fair­ 
ly popular w ith his brother officers, 
unpretentious and quiet in his ways, 
reserved and an earnest student, 
n e 
rose in due course to the rank of vice 
admiral. 
Several years ago a British ship of 
w a r entered th e harbor of H alifax. 
N. S., w ith the new king, then Prince

Colo­ 
nel Edm ond S. Cornell, secretary of 
the National H ighw ay Protective so­ 
ciety, iii outlining the scope of the 
| plan said flint the basic idea of the 
j scouts* organization is to fu rth e r the 
interests of good roads from coast to 
coast. 
“ H ow ,” he asks, “can an arm y move 
unless it has proper roads?” 
At a recent meeting of representa­ 
tives of children’s aid societies of New 
York city, a t which Colonel Cornell 
presided, a com m ittee of five was ap­ 
pointed to request Mayor G aynor’s 
help Iii having the city perm it the use 
of its unused property and of school 
lots iii slimmer as playgrounds. 
The 
advisability of asking ow ners of va­ 
cant lots to let them be used for ball 
games, etc., 
was discussed. 
A. 
K. 
Wing, 
counsel

T ransportation 
company, 
will 
take 
charge of this plan. Tile need of quick 
action was emphasized by the report 
th at the num ber of children killed In 
the streets w as Increasing with every 
month. 
But the principal object of the socie­ 
ty is to put on foot the scout move­ 
ment. 
In every locality, it is argued, there 
are m any boys in sum m er who have 
nothing to do but play on the streets. 
M any would be glad to do som ething 
“worth while.” 
It is purposed to take 
these boys, 
ranging in years from 
twelve to seventeen, ami organize them 
into m ilitary companies. 


Scope of T h e ir Field W o rk. 
I 
The boys will spend th e tim e out­ 
doors m apping the roads, constructing 
i bridges and 
perform ing o th er field 
j work. 
An aeroplane departm ent will 
furnish plenty of excitem ent and in­ 
struction in tho fundam ental principles 
of aviation. 
In short, the scope of 
work will encompass the latest scien­ 
tific fields, including wireless telegra­ 
phy. 
Aside from an effort to build up 
character such as will m ature into ex­ 
cellent citizenship material, the boys 
will be taught to render the govern­ 
ment a direct service, it is believed, : 
by gradually acquiring much desired 
inform ation th at would prove valuable 
in time of war. 
Prim arily the scouts m ovem ent was 
conceived by G eneral Baden-Powell of 
England to instill and stim ulate a mili­ 
ta n t national patriotism. 
Ile evolved 
the idea of combining self sacrifice, 
self discipline and 
national 
service 
w ith a dash of attractive am usem ent 
in educating boys. 
The moral an d so- j 
elal influence has been very m arked in 
England, it is claimed. 
Chief am ong the basic elem ents of 
appeal in the scout movement is the 
fact th at it enables every boy to live 
in a degree a life of adventure and dis­ 
covery so dear to the puerile heart. 
Colonel Peter S. Bemus, TI. S. A., 
retired, has been chosen to head the 
scout m ovem ent in the Knifed States. 
His election as com m ander in chief 
seems to have been a happy choice, for 
Colonel Bourns has an attra ctiv e per­ 
sonality th a t should appeal to the boys. 
Furtherm ore, lie has been an Indian 
fighter and has seeu service In the 
Philippines. 
Colonel Gifford H u rry of 
New York has been appointed trea s­ 
urer of the organization. 


M any W ish to Bacon.o Scouts. 
An effort is now being made to en­ 
list the right kind of men In every 
state in the Triton to take charge of 
the movement in different localities. 
A num ber of applications have already 
been received, but the society is ta k ­ 
ing every precaution to secure the best 
available state com m anders. 
If suffi­ 
cient funds are obtained in tim e the 
scouts will take the field this sum m er.
